OAKLAND-The Asian youths 
are fighting City Hall over the 
Oakland ”Neighborhood Youth 
CorpsSummer Program. 

The East Bay Chinese Youth 
Council is about to lose itsbilingual 
Self-help program，according to 
Ronald Low, a council spokesman. 

On June 8，Low said, the Oak- 
jand City Council passed a resolu- 
ton Which cancelled the original 
intent and gujidelines set forth by 
the Department of Labor in con- 
tracting with the city forasummer 
NYC program.?” 

On that day the city turned 800 
federally paid youngsters to clean- 
ing up the city's parks，Pplay- 
grounds, streets and vacant lots this 
Summmer. 

The youngsters were to be paid 
$1.60 an hour in U.S. Department 
of Labor funds. 

Low said that according to the 
Department of Labor guideline, a 
summer NYC program should pro- 
vide income，work experience and 
SuUpportive services to high school 
age youth from poverty income 
families so that they will be encour- 
aged to continue or return to 
school in the fall. 

The program should provide 
counseling， remedial education， 
medical services and work related 
to _ the occupational and educa- 
tional goajls of the enrollees under 
effective supervision . 

The youths charged that the City 
Manager“usurped the will of the 
People for whom the program was 
designed and substituted an eco- 
logically grounded program 
which benefits the political image 
of the administrators rather than 
the youth for whom NYC was 
intended.” 

=“What iti is,”according to one 
youth, “is exploiting third world 
youths of their labor by paying 
them slave wages.”

On June 1, Supervisor Dianne Feinstein and incumbent Su- 
pervlsors Robert Mendelsohn and Terry Francoils prOposed a 


City Charter amendment which would make sweeping changes 
in the way San Francisco Supervisors are chosen and paid. IIhe 


proposal would reduce the Board from eleven part-time to 


nine full-time members, raise their pay from $9600 to 3$30724 


ayear and provide for the election of five of them by districts 
and four at-large by numbered Seats. 

Three days later, a group of San Franciscans, calling them- 
selves“Citizens for Representative Government、 besgan cir- 
culating petitions for electing Supervisors fronl eleven equally 
populated districts. The group needs 38.000 valid signatures 
by the end of August for a charter amendment on the' Novem- 
ber ballot. 

There is no question in our mind that the City Charter gov- 
erning this vital function of city governnient must be revised. 
But, ifa municipal government were to be resbonsive to the 
needs and desires of every major segment of the Suanm Francis- 
co population, we believe that all Supervisors mlst be elected 
by district and be held responsible to the people In each dis-

U.S. BACKS ALIENS 
WELFARE RIGHTS 


WASHINGTON-The Supreme 
Court ruled unanimously last week 
that the states are barred from 
withholdqing welfarebenefits to res- 
ident aliens and from setting any 
long-term residency for them. 

The court struck down a Pennsyl- 
vania law that denied state aid to 
Don-citizens and an Arizona law 
that permitted a federally-funded 
state . program to Provide welfare 
for aliens only after they had re- 
sided in the United States for 15 
years. 

The ruling could have future 
implications for an estimated 4.2 
million legally admitted alien resi- 
dents who now are unabjle to vote 
and are subject to many other 
Special restrictions， 

The court's opinion by justice 
Harry A. Blackmun held that the 
equal protection clause ofthe 14th 
ameiidment was violated by laws 
denying wejfare benefits to such 
allens-.

“Chinese laws and customs permit 
adoption only for purposes -of 
family succession and is limited to 
males.” 

The Federal service's New York 
office has informed Haing Chai 
Shew， a 76-year-old Chinese- 
American，that 玫 an Mui Chan， 
whom he and his wife adopted 
when she was a month old and 
brought up till she was married at 
the age of 20, was legally not their 
adopted daughter. 

Mrs. Chan，who is now 47 years 
old, lives in Hong 开 ong and has five 
childqren of her own. The Shews， 
who have been Imarried for 55 
years，had one daughter who died 
in infancy。They also have an 
adopted son，Siu Bui Shew，who 
came to this Country in 1963 after 
Mr. Shew petitioned for his admis- 
sion as his son.

Reports indicate _ that the 
defoliants Sprayed by American 
planes in Vietnam have all but 
eliminated biological life in the 
estuary of the upstream Mekong 
River.

The Nixon Administration's current quid pro quo 
to an end to the killing and withdrawal of troops is 
stabilization of the Thieu-Ky-Khiem regime ip 
Saigon -and hinges upon the success of its 
Vietnamization program. Yet it is now well known 
that “Vietnamization” was a euphemism for the 
tactical shift from ground combat troops to massive 
saturation bombing over Laos and the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail. 

As of September, 1968, American pilots dropped 
more than 2.825,824 tons of explosives on North 
and South Vietnam 一 twice the tonnage dropped on 
all of Europe during World War II This is the 
equivalent of nearly 180 pounds of explosives for 
every man，woman and child in North and South 
Vietnam as well as 20 tons of explosives for every 
Square milel! 

“By any reasonable estimate,”Weisberg states， 
(Sic.) “must conclude that never. before in the 
history of mankind has such 3a magnitude of 
destruction been wrought upon any people, at any 
time, in any single place.” 

Statistics，however，are meaningless insofar as 
they provide an accurate measure of the destruction 
of lives. Daily news reports speak of air sorties and 
B-52 raids into“enemy strongholds,”but rarely do 
the figures betray any calculable picture of the 
unholy devastation of civilian populations in 
Vietnam，Laos and Cambodia by Sophisticated ， 
push-button air Power. 

If Defense Secretary Laird's prediction of a 
future indefinite use of American air-power in 
Indochina is correct, this tragedy seems unlikely to 
change. Already， Senator Kennedy s
